Incorrect ‘‘flaming’”’ in melting the gold is one frequent cause of trouble. We quote 
from the chapter on this subject in the Ney Gold Handbook:

With gas and air as the fuel, the blowpipe should be adjusted to produce a flam 
with the appearance and in the proportions of the one illustrated — a dark purplish 
blue outer flame, a light blue center cone, and an inner cone of darker blue. Th 
center cone of light blue is the hottest part of the flame as well! as being slightly 
reducing, and is the portion that should be applied directly against the gold in melting 
This can be proved visually by a very simple demonstration. 


“First bring the blowpipe so close that the dark blue inner cone is directed against 
the gold, and note the oxide film that is formed on the surface of the button. The 
withdraw the flame until the light blue center cone is in contact; the oxide film dis- 
appears and the molten button becomes very bright and shiny. Finally, withdraw th 
blowpipe until only the tip of the purplish blue outer flame touches the gold and watch 
the oxide film reappear. Obviously, a casting made with an oxide scum on the surfac: 
of the molten button will not be as sound or perfect as one made with bright, clea 
metal under the slightly reducing atmosphere of the center portion of the flame.”

garet Ethel Jones, 27, has complet. 
ed courses for two degrees, Doe. 
tor of Dental Surgery and Bachelor 
of Arts. She became a candidate at 
the University of Michigan in Oc. 
tober for a third degree, Master of 
Public Health. 

She was beginning her third 
year at Texas State Dental College, 
Houston, when the accident oc. 
curred, which resulted in the loss 
of her arms. On a sailboating party 
in San Jacinto Bay near Houston, 
with a group of students from the 
Dental College in June, 1941, she 
was swimming near the boat with 
the young man to whom she was 
engaged. An electric cable fel 
across the boat, killed the young 
man, and sent 15,000 volts of elec- 
tricity through Miss Jones. She 
sank to the bottom, was rescued a 
few minutes later and placed in an 
ambulance. En route to the hos- 
pital she regained consciousness 
momentarily to say, “I can take it; 
I’ve been sunburned before.” 

She did “take it,” but the strug- 
ele which she had during the days 


when her life hung in the balance.

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and afterward when she had to face 
readjustment to life without arms, 
cannot be understood by others. 
This is the opinion of her mother, 
Mrs. R. M. Jones of Osceola, Ar- 
kansas, her constant companion. 
Physicians who attended her 
said that her mental adjustment 
was more miraculous than her 
physical recovery. A stout sense of 


humor helped pull her through. 


Completes Dental Course 
When she had regained her 


strength after the long illness, she 
made up her mind to go back and 
finish her dental studies. She real- 
ized that she could not enter prac- 
tice as a dentist, as she had plan- 
ned, but she intended to work to- 
ward her degree while looking for 
a related field which she could 
enter. 

Before the accident, she had 
completed study as a laboratory 
technician at Jefferson Davis Hos- 
pital, Houston, and had worked 
three months as an employee of the 
hospital. She had become an in- 
structor of bacteriology at the 
Dental College, and earned her 
tuition as a student in that manner. 

With the encouragement of her 
mother and fellow students, she re- 
turned to her job. A freshman 
student, assigned to her as an as- 
sistant, acted as her “hands” while 
she lectured. 

The only girl in a senior class of 
twenty-three boys at the school, 
she was adopted by them and was 
often invited to dinner at their 
fraternity houses. The boys vied

for the honor of feeding her at 
these meals. 

When she was preparing for 
commencement exercises at the 
Dental College, in 1943, she learn- 
ed that a national newsreel com- 
pany had asked if they might 
make pictures and reporters were 
clamoring for interviews. The 
young woman said she did not be- 
lieve she could face them, that she 
did not want publicity. The kindly 
dean of the school talked to 
her. “Margaret,” he said, “you 
must realize that your courageous 
determination in the face of your 
handicap is news. It will be news 
all your life, and every place you 
go, you will be greeted by requests 
for interviews. You must decide 
now what your course shall be.” 

Only after she had been con- 
vinced that others might benefit 
from seeing the pictures and read- 
ing the stories, would Doctor Jones 
consent to the publicity. The news- 
reels are being shown to service- 
men in Army hospitals overseas, 
and she has received innumerable 
letters as a result. She answers all 
of them through her mother, who 
acts as her secretary. 

After receiving her degree at 
Houston she found the related 
field which she had been seeking; 
the newly opened field of Public 
Health Administration. First step 
toward entering this field, in which 
she will be connected with a state 
or county health unit, lecturing 
publicly on dental health, was se- 
curing her Bachelor of Arts degree. 
She had previously begun to 
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study for this degree in 1936, and 
had completed two years of pre- 
dental courses before going to the 
Houston hospital, so she returned 
to Baylor University, Waco, Texas, 
to continue studying for her Bache- 
lor of Arts degree. While there, 
she was an active participant in 
campus affairs, speaking at college 
meetings on many occasions. 

Not satisfied with her service in 
this manner alone, she wanted to 
do more and began weekly visits to 
McCloskey General Hospital, Tem- 
ple, Texas, one of the largest Army 
hospitals in the Nation. She went 
up and down the corridors with a 
friendly smile and a word of en- 
couragement for the wounded sol- 
diers. The amputation patients 
adopted her as their “special girl” 
and many a maimed fighting man 
who had been moody and thought 
he could not face the world without 
limbs found new hope and inspira- 
tion in the cheerful young woman. 

Completely adjusted to her loss, 
so completely that her thought is 
only of putting others at ease, she 
talks freely of her injury. To the 
soldiers who asked questions she 
gladly explained the things she 
had done despite her injury. Said 
one, “If you can be a glamour girl 
without any arms, I know I can get 
along all right without my legs.” 

The attractive blonde is always 
poised, cheerful. At social affairs 
she does not exhibit the least em-

The present G. I. Bill of Rights, 
as I understand it, says that the 
returning serviceman can get a 
loan of $2000 guaranteed by the 
government, if he intends to enter 
his own business. Well! Mr. Den- 
tist is running his own business; 
that is, if there is a place for him 
to go, and we should see that there 
will be. A loan may start him out 
rather well, or get him started 
all over again, whichever the case 
may be. But from whom is he to 
buy his equipment? And what 
price will he be required to pay 
for it? 


Equipment For Servicemen 


If and when peace comes, price 
ceilings may go. Then if 2000 
dentists are in the market for den- 
tal equipment, and there are only 
500 outfits available, watch those 
prices soar. Soar? They'll go out 
of sight, and Mr. Dentist will again 
be out in left field. Oh, yes—re- 
lease government-owned equip- 
ment. That’s the answer. But to 
whom? To someone bright enough 
to see this coming, who will make 
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a tremendous profit, while stand. 
ard dental manufacturers stand by 
helplessly? That kind of thing 
has been done before. It can he 
done again. And will—unless we 
prepare now for the inevitable, 

Remember, too, there are insyr. 
ance policies to be reinstated, there 
is rent to be repaid, there is q 
note here and there at the bank 
which must be met within a year 
after a dentist returns to civilian 
status. 

Possibly, this is a good time to 
forget all that the American Den. 
tal Association did or did not do, 
Possibly this is a good time to for. 
get that dental officers as a whole 
have been badly underranked, and 
as poorly promoted. Possibly, it 
seems a little premature to talk 
about peace from a really prac 
tical point of view, but we must 
begin now to think about it in 
terms of true helpfulness to the 
men in Service. The war’s end may 
come sooner than any of us «&:- 
pect. 

Ask any of the returning service. 
men if getting adjusted when they 
went in was easy. Let me tell you 
that getting set again in civilian 
practice will be even harder for 
them. I should know. I did it once. 
And once was enough! 


Survey Equipment 

Were I calling the shots, which 
I’m not, I’d try to make a ded 
with the United States Govern 
ment. First, I’d find, for the in- 
formation of the American Dental 
Association, or any empowered 
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committee, just how much dental 
equipment and other dental sup- 
plies are warehoused in this coun- 
try. It might be hard to do, but it 
can be done. I’d ask for authority 
to approve any decision to put 
any of this equipment on the open 
market. I know the stuff is sup- 
posed to be advertised. But, is it 
possible that it is sometimes adver- 
tised so that a dentist can’t find 
the advertisement? I wouldn't 
really know. I’m just guessing. 

Second, I’d survey the probable 
needs of men returning to civilian 
life. Not easy, but not impossible, 
if the state societies are really on 
the job. 

That’s a fair start. It will tax 
some busy people even more than 
they are being taxed now. It will 
produce a lot of complaints— 
some serious ones. But it may 
smoke out the real situation and 
give to dentistry something to 
go on. 

If nothing is done, and little 
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is being done right now, all this 
talk about postwar planning is 
so much blather. It places the 
American Dental Association in 
an unenviable position. 

The American Dental Associa- 
tion should have nothing on its 
conscience; that is, nothing more 
serious than the usual errors of 
omission. But, let’s not have too 
many errors of omission, in the 
face of a most important problem, 
or it is possible that some power 
may arise and cause a rift in the 
ranks of organized dentistry, bad 
for the American Dental Associa- 
tion, and good for no forward- 
looking influence. 

Let’s see the whole problem 
clearly, by learning all the facts, 
and then publishing them. That’s 
fair. That’s a function of at least 
one of the four freedoms. And it 
is vital to the survival of dentistry 
as a profession.

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Practical suggestions for de- 
mobilized dentists returning 
to civilian practice. 


THE PROFESSIONAL MAN in the mili- 
tary service is faced with the un- 
usual situation of starting in prac- 
tice for the second time, upon his 
return to civilian life. The man re- 
turning from Service has a definite 
advantage over many practicing 
dentists who have found it difficult 
to manage their financial affairs. 
The advantage lies in the fact that 
the man in military service learned 
to organize his finances because of 
his limited income while in the 
Service. This experience should 
help many of these men to become 
more financially successful than 
other men who continued in prac- 
tice, if they will but use the same 
principles in re-establishing their 
offices.

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direct from home. This is to help 
decide your accessibility to your 
patients and it may influence you 
in establishing a new office in a 
different building or locality. You 
may also want to serve a different 
clientele, and you can include this 
idea in considering a change of lo- 
cation. 


While you are deciding the lo- 
cation of your office, this is the 
opportunity to plan the financial 
side of your business. First, it is 
suggested that you make a list of 
your strong points that help you in 
your practice. Then list your 
weaknesses which might include 
indifference, carelessness in dress, 
speech, mannerisms, and office ap- 
pearance. You can plan through 
study clubs, or some other meth- 
ods, to approach the weaknesses in 
your practice in a businesslike way 
and seriously make an attempt to 
do the best job of your life in 
your dental practice. 

It is suggested that you use 
Form I, listing your assets and 
liabilities, to establish your finan- 
cial stability before starting your 
practice. The benefit in preparing 
this inventory lies in determining, 
at the beginning, what you are try- 
ing to accomplish financially, as 
well as establishing a definite 
philosophy of life and evaluating 
your ability, in the practice of den- 
tistry and in the management of 
money. The inventory will show if 
you have attained a liquid position 
or if you are catering too much to 
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outside interests, as indicated by 
such items as capital stocks and 
other properties that are not con. 
tributing to your dental business 
or to your future security. The in. 
ventory will provide the means for 
setting up a financial plan com. 
monly known as a monthly quota 
in commercial business. It is your 
purpose to determine your month 
ly quota in dollars and cents, using 
Form II to accomplish jhis. The 
result of the entire analysis will 
present a picture of your require. 
ments in life, and then you must 
use your own judgment in apply. 
ing your ability to meet those re. 
quirements financially. Many 
things can be developed from this 
analysis if it is prepared properly, 
It should help to bring you back 
to a civilian’s point of view. 

It might be well at this time to 
review the type of records that you 
have. To help you keep monthly 
records of information, the follow. 
ing suggestions are listed: 

1. Keep a daily record of treat 
ments given; making a detailed 
record for future analysis to deter 
mine the type of service given 4 
well as the fees. 

2. Select a patient record cari 
that has space for plenty of infor 
mation. Most cards are too smal

3. Order a receipt book that will 
record outside income as well as 
receipts. There should be a column 
in this book for bank deposits so 
that you can balance the receipts 
against the bank credits. 

4. Here is a suggestion that is 
not followed by many men: De- 
posit all receipts in the bank and 
it will help you in preparing your 
income tax return, and you will 
save more this way. 

5. Continue the allotment sys- 
tem that you used in the Service in 
starting your household and _ per- 
sonal budget. This simple arrange- 
ment may be a difference between 
financial security and chaos. 

6. When paying expenses use a 
simple bookkeeping form with 
classified columns to record the 
amounts of the checks.

Q.—I went to a much-advertised dental establishment to get a dental 
plate. They high-pressured me into paying $20 for a plate guaranteed to 
be unbreakable, instead of $6 for a rubber one. They bounced it on the 
floor to show that it would last forever, but in four years it broke from 
a bite. They now claim that it was not guaranteed and will do nothing 
about it. Two Magistrates have refused to do anything for me on account 
of the political influence the dental establishment has. What can I do?— 


Homer A. 


A.—Homer, that was some bite. We are afraid that you will have to 
charge that $20 to experience. A guarantee should be in writing. We 
don’t recommend any legal proceedings, for dentists have such a pull 


that a dispute with them is only too likely to end in a draw. 
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Legal End of War: 

In a recent directive the War Depart- 
ment pointed out that the state of war 
will not end with the cessation of hos- 
tilities and that the date on which ofh- 
cers will be relieved from duty will be 
determined as either six months after 
the conclusion of a treaty of peace, a 
proclamation of peace, or by Congres- 
sional determination. 


Dental Service for Prisoners: 


Prisoners of war in the Maryland, Vir- 
ginia, and Pennsylvania areas are now 
receiving dental service after working 
hours from a mobile Army dental unit, 
one of the first of its kind to be used 
in this country. Two more of the mo- 
bile dental units are at the 3rd Service 
Command Headquarters in Baltimore 
and will eventually be used for prison- 
ers of war in the field. Similar trucks 
have been used overseas since early this 
spring. 

The mobile units in this country will 
visit all branch prisoner of war camps 
where no permanent dental facilities 
are available and save the Army trans- 
portation costs in moving prisoners from 
branch camps back to base camps for 
dental treatment. Captain Alexander J. 
Spinner (DC), who has been assigned 
recently to the 3rd Service Command, 


is the officer in charge of the unit that 
travels to prisoner of war camps in 
Maryland. The complete crew of his 
unit consists of two enlisted men; one 
is a driver and maintenance man for 
the truck, and the other is a dental 
assistant. 


Honor Puerto Rican 

Dental Officer: 

The Rodriguez General Hospital at San 
Juan, Puerto Rico, has recently been 
so named in honor of the memory of 
Major Fernando E. Rodriguez, U. S. 
Army Dental Corps, according to a 
War Department announcement. Major 
Rodriguez, who died in 1932, was one 
of dentistry’s foremost research scient- 
ists. He pioneered in the study of the 
bacteriologic aspects of dental diseases; 
showing the way for extensive scientific 
research that has been made in this 
field. His original contributions includ- 
ed new techniques and methods of an- 
alysis in the science of bacteriology. 
Major Rodriguez entered the Army in 
1917 and later re-entered Georgetown 
University, Washington, D. C., where 
he had earned his dental degree, and re- 
ceived his B. S. degree in 1924. He was a 
member of the Associated Military Den- 
tal Surgeons of the United States and of 
the Committee on Medical Sciences of 
the National Research Council.

For each of his missions 
over enemy territory Lieutenant Chapin 
painted a gleaming white tooth on his 
plane. He chose this form of decoration 
so that he wouldn’t forget he was a 
dentist. His plane boasted a comple- 
ment of twenty-one teeth, but on the 
mission which would have provided the 
twenty-second he ran into trouble. 

At the base of the Cherbourg pen- 
insula Lieutenant Chapin’s plane was 
jumped by a German fighter and riddled 
with machine gun bullets. After nurs- 
ing his crippled plane back to England 
he discovered that a 500-pound bomb 
under one wing had failed to release. 
Rather than risk disaster in landing 
the plane, Lieutenant Chapin regained 
altitude and jumped. The tail of his 
plane whipped across his right leg, am- 
putating it just below the knee. The 
injured flyer yanked his parachute rip 
cord and twisted a tourniquet about his 
leg before he lost consciousness. 

Now at the Lawson General Hospital 
in Atlanta, Georgia, Lieutenant Chapin 
is awaiting a final revision operation. 
He has been awarded the air medal with 
oak leaf clusters and the Purple Heart.

They are pleased that news of their 
skill has traveled around the world 
and admit happily to an interna- 
tional reputation.

All Need Care 

The dentists report that mer- 
chantmen from the United States 
are running a close second to the 
United Nations sailors as to dental 
needs. They also see an age trend 
in 1944 — sailing men either 
“heartbreakingly young or old’; 
all of whom need care. Boys of 
twelve and thirteen years and 
seventy-five-year-old seamen ate

Receptionists recall the grey- 
haired Yankee mariner who told 
his grim story with a wry smile. 
“It was this way: I was asleep in 
my bunk when those Nazi rats 
sneaked up and let us have it. 
There were my teeth all cozy in a 
jar one moment, and then teeth, 
jar, and yours truly all landed in 
the Atlantic Ocean. Jeepers, I 
didn’t have a tooth in my head un- 
til the women down at the Dental 
Service fixed me up.”

They made 
a survey and found that five out of 
nine torpedoed merchantmen lose 
one or more teeth. Long voyages, 
brief stays in unfamiliar ports, in 
part, were responsible for caries 
and neglect. 

Major Rosalind Cowen, Man- 
hattan Unit Director, and Doctor 
Josephine M. Abelson, in accord- 
ance with the AWHRC’s tradition 
of service in medical fields, decided 
to do something about it. A corner 
of Seamen’s House, at 550 West 
Twentieth Street, New York City, 
famous second home for men who 
sail the seven seas, was chosen for 
the experiment. Seamen’s Dental 
Service was an overnight success. 

“The boats these men ship on,” 
says thoughtful Doctor Abelson, 
“have no dentists aboard and it is 
most unfortunate for a man to de- 
velop a toothache at sea, since 
there is no one to help him.” 

Chief-of-Staff Abelson is no 
desk sitter. She is small, dark, and 
energetic. Mother of four children, 
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she shares her husband’s success. 
ful dental practice and finds time 
to serve long hours at her volyp. 
teer job. 

“There’s no experimenting at 
Seamen’s House,” Doctor Abelson 
says with pride. “All of our dep. 
tists are top professional women 
whose knowledge is at the com. 
mand of any seaman in good 
standing.” 

First thing the uniformed recep. 
tionists ask their sailor patients 
is: “How much time?” A schedule 
is worked out accordingly. Elimin- 
ating pain is of primary import. 
ance but instruction in oral hy. 
giene is included with every treat- 
ment. 

The most modern dental equip- 
ment, including an x-ray machine 
and two chairs, has been donated 
to the project. Seamen pay for the 
cost of material, but not a cent for 
professional service.

FRENUM RESECTION 


By HERMAN MEYERS, D.D.S. 
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View showing frenum at- 
tachments on the palate. 


By lifting the lip, deter- 
mine the position of the 
frenum. Make a cut on the 
palate from the outside 
margin of the frenum, 
slanting palatally toward 
the median line. Repeat on 
the opposite side of the 
frenum. 
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View of the wound after 
removal of the frenum. Su-

With a hemostat, grasp the 
frenum on the labial, and 
continue the resection.

YOU IN THE Army and Navy Den- 
tal Corps who are facing demobi- 
lization and are beginning to make 
plans for rebuilding the practice 
you once had, or for building a 
new practice, need not fear that 
the dentists who stayed at home 
had all the advantages in practice 
building and_ practice holding. 
You hold some great advantages 
yourselves. The success of your 
return as civilians will depend 
largely upon how clearly you 
perceive these advantages and how 
well you develop them. 

That the country can absorb 
your services is borne out by the 
fact that most of the dentists who 
stayed at home have been over- 
burdened. There was no need “ 
build” practice; it crowded upon 


them. Few have had the time or

strength to draw a breath for a 
new inspiration. Old methods, old 
ways sufficed. Public opinion of 
dentistry has lifted but little while 
public need of dental services 
seems to have become more acute. 

You of the Army and Navy 
Dental Corps have seen the preva- 
lence, the disaster. and the merci: 
lessly high cost of dental disease to 
its victims, as dentists in civil life 
never witness them. 

You have seen hundreds of 
thousands of young men_ who 
should have been in perfect physi- 
cal condition, made unfit by den- 
tal disease for the duties suddenly 
thrust upon them. No human effort 
could make them fit until the den- 


tal disease was stopped and the 


proper functions of the dental 
2026 
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mechanism were restored. Then 
good general health and physical 
vigor could be rapidly restored. 

If you will consider the dental 
conditions in the mouths of serv- 
icemen as examples of what peo- 
ple in general experience, you can 
draw conclusions from things you 
see and make plans for using this 
information when you_ return 
home. 

Military experience has shown 
the following facts: No man is fit- 
ted to defend his country unless he 
is physically fit. The unfit may fail 
in a crisis, regardless of their de- 
votion to the cause. They often be- 
come burdens and drains on the 
fit. 

No man is in a good physical 
condition, or can keep himself so, 
who is not dentally fit. He must 
be able to extract from available 
food the nourishment and energy 
to sustain any stress he may meet. 
He must be free from periodontal 
and periapical disease. 


Military Dentistry Helped 


Examination found so many 
young men the victims of disabling 
dental disease that, until they 
were restored to dental health, it 
might not have been possible to 
arm enough men to defend the 
country. This necessity led to the 
establishment, in World War I, 
and extension in the present war, 
of the Dental Corps of which you 
are a part. At the time of this 
writing, it is said the Army is 
making 4000 dentures a month 
for young men. If there had been 
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no war and these boys had not had 
this service, a large part of them 
would probably have been physi- 
cal and economic failures by the 
age of 45. 

The repair of dental disease in 
recruits has been expensive in 
many ways. In addition to the 
cash expense, it has taken thou- 
sands of dentists who were past 
the age of active military service 
from their practices, and will re- 
quire them to build new practices. 

You must have formed the con- 
viction that much of this dental 
disease is unnecessary, that it 
could have been controlled, and 
perhaps largely prevented by 
simple and inexpensive methods 
which would have made a great 
contribution to the health and 
wealth of the country. 

What do these things mean to 
the people to whom you will re- 
turn? No man is properly fitted to 





from 
things you see and make plans for 
using this information when you re- 
turn home. 


You can draw conclusions 
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defend himself and his career who 
is not physically fit. The demands 
of civil life are not so sudden and 
severe as the demands of war, but 
they are more diversified and 
longer lasting. Each man must be, 
for as long as he lives, his own 
quartermaster, his own milling 
and stoking machine, his own ar- 
mor maker and armor bearer, his 
own task force, his own repair 
shop, his own board of physical 
and mental strategy, his own com- 
manding officer. In proportion as 
he ceases to be any of these, he 
will fall short of the efficiency 
which should be possible for him. 

If a man is to develop and main- 
tain the brain and blood and bone 
he needs, he must get ample nour- 
ishment from the mastication of 
the foods into which nature has 
put the proteins, minerals and 
vitamins. 

The dentally unfit, in civil life, 
number uncounted millions. Many 
are in this group only through ig- 
norance and would welcome rescue 
from it. The cost of rescuing them 
is not an expense, it is an invest- 
ment. Many are far above draft 
age but must continue to fight 
and work. Even more tragically, 
the group includes thousands of 
children who are betrayed to den- 
tal, physical, mental, and economic 
defeat before they have a chance 
to fight for themselves. 

What can these things mean to 
the practice you hope to build? 
If you put in practice the conclu- 
sions you have drawn from your 
military experience, and present 
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them in an interesting way, you 
can build a professional practice 
that will be unassailable by price 
competition. 


Patients Need Facts 


The millions of people to whom 
you are coming home do not know 
the facts of preventive dentistry 
or their vital importance, because 
we have not told them. They can. 
not relate missing teeth, gum dis. 
ease, or apical abscesses to mar- 
red appearance, impaired health, 
lowered working and earning pow. 
er. They have no idea how inex. 
pensive dental service can be if 
they will take the same care of 
their teeth they take of their auto. 
mobiles. Millions would welcome 
the knowledge and act upon it if 
it were interestingly presented, 
Once convinced, they would make 
desirable patients. 

You can make this information 
fascinating. You can prepare in- 
teresting stories telling of den- 
tistry’s part in returning physical: 
ly unfit boys to physical fitness, 
making it possible for them to 
keep well under strenuous condi- 
tions and to recover from wounds. 

You can make yourself an in- 
teresting and welcome member of 
any group because of the stories 
you can tell of your experiences. 
Of course you will not noticeably 
talk dentistry. You will tell stories 
based on your notes, but appar- 
ently spontaneous, of G.I. Joes 
who faced danger that called for 
heart-breaking exertion and en- 
durance. You will close with 
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something like this. “You should 
have seen those boys when they 
came to us—but when we made 
their mouths clean and efficient, 
they rapidly became marvels of 
physical fitness. You couldn’t be- 
lieve such a change possible un- 
less you saw it.” Then you will 
probably get a chance to answer 
some dental questions. 

Your stories will go far and 
wide, always carrying your name. 
Listeners will say to people who 
would otherwise never know of 
you, “You should hear some of 
the stories Doctor Blank told us 
about what the dentists did for our 
boys in the war.” You can get in- 
vitations to speak to many groups, 
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luncheon clubs, Mothers’ clubs, 
P.-T. A.’s, school groups. Never 
neglect a chance to address a 
group of boys or girls. If you 
confine the dental lesson to the 
last five minutes of your talk, you 
will be welcome. If you make den- 
tistry dominant, you will soon 
wear out your welcome. 

In proportion as you give your 
hearers a new conception of the 
importance of dental fitness in 
civilian life, you can have the 
quality practice you want, on a 
professional basis, as long as yor 
want it.

REVOKE LICENSES OF DENTISTS WHO AIDED LABORATORY 


IN THE FIRST case decided in the State of Illinois which passed upon 
the legality of the conduct of licensed dentists who associated themselves 
with an advertising dental laboratory, the Circuit Court sustained the 
Department of Registration and Education in the revocation of the 
licenses of four Chicago dentists. The evidence presented at the hear- 
ings before the Dental Examining Committee was that the dental labora- 
tory was in the business of selling dentures to the public; that they 
conducted an extensive advertising campaign and that when people 
responded to these advertisements they were referred to these dentists 
for the taking of impressions used by the laboratory in making den- 
tures. The laboratory thus acted as a “steerer” for the dentists and they 
in turn aided the laboratory in practicing dentistry illegally. Judge 
John Prystalski pointed out in his oral decision that this was a reversal 
of the ordinary course of events in which patients present themselves to 
dentists to have impressions taken and that it is the dentists who send 
the impressions to dental laboratories. Consequently, the dentists were 
an adjunct of the laboratory and were guilty of unprofessional conduct. 
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MAny a dentist harbors the feeling 
that his medical acquaintances 
hold him in low esteem. A field 
checkup. by Medical Economics 
among representative dentists in- 
dicates that against 
physicians runs high. 

The chief complaint is what 
dentists describe as the physician’s 
lack of regard for their personal 
dignity and professional pride. As 
one oral surgeon puts it: 

“Patients come to the dentist’s 
office with orders to perform speci- 
fic dental operations—as prescrib- 
ed by the physician. One woman 
who consulted me recently said, 
‘My doctor says you should take 
out these teeth.’ I gave her a thor-

“They 
know less about dentistry than we 
do about medicine. Yet they say 
to a patient, “Oh, this is a simple 
and minor dental job. Just go 
down to Doctor Brown.’ Physi- 
cians have a cockeyed notion that 
all a dentist does is extract and 
fill, and occasionally make a den- 
ture.” 

Despite their complaints, most 
dentists contend that the medical 
and dental professions have com- 
mon problems which can be solved 
through interprofessional cooper- 
ation. Suggestions for improving 
medicodental relations range from 
a proposed pattern for day-to-day 
teamwork between individuals to 
an overhauling of medical and 
dental school curricula. 

Some think the educational sys- 
tem should be revised “to equalize 
the importance of both profes- 
sions.” Others lament what they 
term lack of responsiveness to 
dental problems on the part of edi- 


- tors of medical literature. A good 


aly f many feel that joint meetings, at 
ect, “An § 


which qualified dentists and phy- 
sicians could read papers of vital 
interest to both professions, would 
bring about closer collaboration 
and promote inter-group goodwill. 

Considering first the proposal 


| for better teamwork, here is how 


the dentist believes the physician 
could advance medicodental rela- 


tions and assure better service by 


both professions: 
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The physician would ask the 
patient whether he had had a den- 
tal examination. If so, the physi- 
cian would have access to the den- 
tist’s record. If not, the patient 
would, if he appeared in need of a 
checkup, be advised to consult a 
dentist (the physician would 
name three or four reliable prac- 
titioners). The physician who sus- 
pected dental trouble would not 
refer his patient to an x-ray lab- 
oratory but to a dentist with ade- 
quate equipment, who would take 
whatever films the dentist deemed 
necessary. And the dentist chosen 
would not be an exodontist. 

Patients requiring a dental ex- 
amination would undergo a thor- 
ough checkup; the findings to be 
provided in full to the physician. 
In certain instances the physician 
might need a report including a 
full mouth series of roentgeno- 
grams as well as the dentist’s 
opinion concerning them. 

The physician would, in turn, 
give the dentist who asked for it a 
brief history of the patient, speci- 
fying whether the patient suffered 
from allergy or heart disease, if 
he was a bleeder, and what his nu- 
tritional status was. The transmis- 
sion of such information directly, 
rather than through the patient, 
would provide authoritative guid- 
ance to the dental general practi- 
tioner in treating the patient. 

The joint meeting is widely re- 
garded as an excellent medium for 
the airing of common problems. 
Field reports nevertheless show

THE RETURN TO CIVILIAN DENTAL PRACTICE 


NEXT YEAR will see many dentists separated from the military service 
to return to civilian practice. In a study made by the War Service and 
Postwar Planning Committee of the American Dental Association 1) 
per cent of the dental officers responding expressed an_ interest in 
postgraduate and refresher courses under the provisions of the 6. |, 
Bill of Rights. All dental officers will be eligible for training within 
the limits specified by the bill. The dental colleges of the country wil 
have a heavy assignment and a strain on their faculties and resources 
to make these courses available. Each dental college will plan a cours 
content according to its own resources and the needs expressed by 
prospective students. Some schools will undoubtedly concentrate on 
short practical refresher courses of two or three weeks. Others will give 
more extensive courses of several months with an emphasis on reorien- 
tation in the basic sciences as well as intensive clinical training. A few 
schools may emphasize instruction at the graduate school level where 
at least a year of training will be required. 

Whatever kind of course is given to returning dental officers the 
public must be acquainted with the fact that dentists are not required 
to take refresher courses on separation from Service. The public mus 
know that these courses are entirely optional and that they are offered 
by the government to make a small compensation to the officer for his 
sacrifices. Dental officers are not being offered such training course 
because they have lost their skills. The innuendo has appeared in some 
quarters that dentists in Service must be given some form of special 
training to prepare them for return to civilian dental practice. This i 
an untrue and vicious suggestion that is strongly resented by the der 
tists in Service. Whatever form of publicity is released by an agency 
should be prepared carefully so that the public will not get the ide 
that military service has destroyed a dentist’s skills. 
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Under the Bill of Rights veterans may borrow money from a bank 
with a maximum amount of $2000 guaranteed by the federal govern- 
ment. This is not a gift or a bonus. If in the opinion of the Veterans 
Administration it is not advisable for the veteran to borrow this money 
the loan may not be approved. This protection is exercised so that 
a veteran will not overpay for any property bought or will not be 
encumbered with loans for bad business risks. In making loans for 
business opportunities the Bill of Rights provides for the “purchase 
of any business, land, buildings, supplies, equipment, machinery or 
tools to be used by the applicant in procuring a gainful occupation.” 
Substantially this means that any dentist returning from Service is 
assured of enough financial backing to permit him to enter practice. 

Some of the forward-looking dental societies have made studies to 
determine opportunities and locations for returning dentists. The 
most outstanding studies of this kind have been made by the Odontolog- 
ical Society of Western Pennsylvania and the Massachusetts and Minne- 
sota State Dental Associations. Such opportunity surveys must be made 
at local and state levels before the peak load of demobilization is 
reached. Other progressive societies in the country should have similar 
information on practice locations available. The American Dental Asso- 
ciation through membership in the National Conference of Rehabilita- 
tion and by the encouragement to local and state societies to form post- 
war planning committees is using the only procedure that is practical 





at the national level. 
There is now under preparation by this magazine a booklet of a 


dozen or so practical articles on practice management written by authori- 
ties in the field. This booklet THe Return To Civizian DenTAL 
Practice will be ready for distribution by January first. The intent 
is to furnish returning dentists with some practical suggestions that 
may be helpful in establishing a new, or re-establishing an old, practice. 
The booklet will be supplied without charge to dentists who write to 
the Editor for a copy. 
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Conduction Anesthesia 


Q.—We fail on anesthesia once in a 
while. This time it was on a lower left 
second bicuspid. All signs were of an- 
esthesia but a painful shock was ex- 
perienced when the tooth was grasped 
with a forceps. The tooth was nonvital 
but there was no pus. 

Can you help me on this problem?— 
G. A. R., Nebraska. 

A.—It is a common experience 
for conduction anesthesia to be a 
partial failure in the case of a bad- 
ly infected tooth. Just why this is 
so I am not certain. One would 
think the blocking of nerve sen- 
sation would be as effective in dis- 
eased tissue as in healthy tissue. 
It is also common experience for 
a nerve block to render a cavity 
completely anesthetic except at 
some one point, usually in the 
periphery of the cavity. This has 
not been clarified. 

In extracting a tooth with a cer- 
vical cavity the application of the 
forceps is often painful even 
though the loosening and removal 
of the tooth is painless. I do not 
understand, however, why there 
should be a shock upon grasping a 
nonvital tooth with the forceps. 


Broken Centrals 


Q.—I should like you to give me 
methods of caring for broken centrals in

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children ten years of age, when the pulp 
is sensitive though not exposed, and 
when the pulp is exposed with about two 
thirds of the crown broken away. 

I have a case in which the central 
had abscessed and has been removed. 
Do you recommend retaining appliances 
for children of this age? Where the 
central has been removed and the fam. 
ily urges immediate replacement, would 
a band on the central and lateral with 
a soldered Steele’s facing be practical? 


—A.M.C., Oklahoma. 

A.—Children’s broken anterior 
teeth should be restored by mak. 
ing a partial cap of orthodontia 
band material to support silicate 
cement restoring the corner, 
Where either sensitive dentine or 
healthy vital pulp is exposed, it 
should be protected with a seda- 
tive cement restoration. 

It is not necessary to replace 
lost anterior ‘deciduous teeth or to 
use appliances to retain spaces, 
since the jaws will normally ex- 
pand to make room for the perma- 
nent incisors whether or not the 
deciduous incisors are in place. 
It is important, however, to main- 
tain spaces where the permanent 
teeth are lost or their normal con- 
tour destroyed. 

Your suggestion of a method of 
making a temporary bridge in 
such a case is good, provided the 
bands are well fitted and are re 
cemented as often as necessary t0 
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prevent cement from washing out 
and the consequent development of 
caries. A small palate-fitting par- 
tial denture can be used in some 
cases until the pulps of the abut- 
ment teeth have receded sufficient- 
ly to make it a safe procedure to 
prepare hard gold inlay bridge 
abutments. —-V. CLYDE SMEDLEY. 


Bacteremia 


Q.—I have a woman patient appar- 
ently in good health. Her teeth were 
pyorrhetic, and roentgenograms plus 
clinical history indicated complete ex- 
tractions. 

Before the extractions the syringe and 
needle were autoclaved; the area swab- 
bed with tincture of metaphen. A local 
injection of procaine, cobefrin, ponto- 
caine was made at mucobuccal fold and 
anesthesia was produced. Palatal injec- 
tions were also given. Two bicuspids 
and two molars were removed from the 
upper jaw. Recovery was uneventful. 

Ten days later, exactly the same pro- 
cedure was followed on the opposite 
side of the same jaw, removing four 
similar teeth. Within twenty-four hours, 
the patient developed toxic symptoms 
and a high fever (102°-106°). The area 
where injections and extractions were 
performed presented the normal post- 
operative picture—no local symptoms 
whatever. 

The patient was hospitalized and 
treated with sulfathiazole and _ intra- 
venous medication. Her condition im- 
proved after a few weeks and then she 
completely recovered. At no time during 
her hospitalization were there any den- 
tal symptoms. The internist’s diagnosis 
was bacteremia. 

What could have been the etiologic 
factors which produced this acute path- 
ologic condition?—-S.J.B., New York. 

A.—No doubt the _ internist’s 


diagnosis is correct and this was 
a case of bacteremia. We might 
call it an operative accident. 

Some unusually virulent bac- 
teria must have been present at 
the site of the last extraction. Since 
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you were so careful with your in- 
jections, making them far away 
from the pus pockets or inflamed, 
infected tissue, the bacteria prob- 
ably were picked up by the blood 
stream as the teeth were removed. 

A precaution against this sort 
of thing is to scale and treat with 
antiseptic solutions all pyorrhetic 
teeth before extracting them.— 
V. CLypE SMEDLEY. 


Pulp Stones 


Q.—I should appreciate answers to 
a few questions: 

1. Do you consider teeth with pulp 
stones to be devitalized teeth? 

2. Should they be removed to relieve 
a possible infection, although roent- 
genograms indicate no sign of infection 
in the mouth, and the patient does not 
complain of pain or soreness around 
the teeth? 

3. Should they be removed if the pa- 
tient is suffering from some form of in- 
fection that has not been located? The 
tonsils and appendix were removed and 
no other source of infection was found 
after a thorough physical examination. 
—G.N.D., Missouri. 

A.—The following are the an- 
swers to your questions: 

1. No, I do not consider teeth 
with pulp stones to be “devital- 
ized” teeth. 

2. They should not be removed 
without symptoms either local or 
general. 

3. If the patient is suffering 
from some type of serious systemic 
infection that may be caused by 
tooth infection, such as iritis, teeth 
with pulp stones large enough to 
strangulate the pulp or interfere 
seriously with the normal circula- 
tion in the pulp should be removed. 
In rare cases it may be necessary 
and good practice to remove all 
teeth with pulp stones. This should 
always be done gradually, first re- 
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moving the teeth most seriously af- 
fected, and keeping a _ constant 
watch for systemic reactions and 
improvement.—V. CLYDE SMED- 
LEY. 


Calcifications 


Q.—I have a puzzling case and I 
should appreciate your opinion. 
A woman, about forty years of age, 


had her posterior teeth removed, in 


August, 1942. In July, 1943, I removed 
the remaining upper teeth together with 
the apexes of a molar root on the left, 
which was broken and not removed at 
the time of the original extraction. I 
was unable to determine which root it 
was. I was able to remove about 4% inch 
of the root process with finger pressure, 
as it had not calcified. The root left a 
small opening into the sinus; I inserted 
a 1 grain sulfanilamide tablet into the 
wound. The mouth healed nicely and 
the opening closed without further trou- 
ble. In August, I made a denture for the 
patient. 

In October, she developed an ache 
resembling the “cutting of a tooth” at 
the site of the root extraction. She also 
had headaches and considerable pain 
toward the back of the palate. Finally, 
a small piece of “rock” worked its way 
out of the upper jaw. In January, 1944, 
another piece came out the same way. 
The patient went to a specialist and had 
her sinuses irrigated and the enclosed 
roentgenograms taken. The physician 
diagnosed this as a calcium deposit and 
told her that it appears that another one 
is forming on the right side. In April, 
the condition was improved. 

I cannot detect anything abnormal on 


the left in the roentgenograms, but there ° 


seem to be two small apexes in the 
right side, extending up into the sinus. 
—G.W.V., Utah. 

A.—Your interesting case is as 
much of a puzzzle to me as it is 
to you. We know that we have cal- 
cifications in inflamed or infected 
soft tissue, but such calcifications 
do not ordinarily sequestrate from 
the tissue. Sulfathiazole which has 
been placed in wounds sometimes 
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fails to absorb and becomes caked 
and is thrown off as a foreign ob. 
ject. It is possible, therefore, that 
this happened in her case, and the 
two rock-like substances worked 
out through a fistulous tract, If 
this is what happened she probably 
will not have further trouble, ~ 

There is nothing to be seen ip 
either roentgenogram of the mola 
regions and sinuses. The floor of 
the sinus is closer to the crest of 
the ridge on the left side than on 
the right side, and the bone has a 
dense uncancellated appearance: 
but I can see no opening from the 
sinus through the cortex, so | be. 
lieve the old opening is now closed,

Snapping Jaws 


Q.—I wish to make an inquiry re. 
garding a condition in the mouth of 
my daughter and that of another pz 
tient. The left condyle creates a pro- 
nounced cracking and snapping when 
chewing. One girl is about twenty-two 
years old and has no wisdom teeth, nor 
are any present in the jaw. I have roent- 
genographed both the right and left 
areas and can find no pronounced dif- 
ference in them. This condition has 
prevailed over a year’s time and is an 
noying to the patient and to those pres 
ent when she is eating. 

The other patient is a girl about six 
teen years old whose wisdom teeth are 
just erupting. She complains of her 
jaw being out of place. This is not 
true, however, as the occlusion is per- 
fect. I am more inclined to think that 
there is a pinching of the muscle ot 
bursa due to inflammation of the wis 
dom tooth. This patient is also decidedly 
annoyed and is seeking some relief. 

Any suggestions you may make vill 
be greatly appreciated—C.E.E, In 
diana.

stiffness in the joint. Or it may be 
due to a looseness of the man- 
dibular ligament, which results in 
a slipping and snapping. In the 
latter case, if ignored, it will no 
doubt correct itself in time. The 
ligaments will tighten and _ the 
noise will cease more quickly if 
the patient does not open the 
mouth wide enough or chew so 
that the snapping takes place. 

Your diagnosis is no doubt cor- 
rect in the case of the sixteen- 
year-old-girl with the erupting wis- 
dom teeth. At least she should be 
persuaded to disregard or put up 
with this sensation until the teeth 
have erupted or have been extract- 
ed if they do not erupt normally.— 
V. ClyDE SMEDLEY. 


Brown Area 


Q.—A young woman who is a heavy 
smoker became alarmed about a brown 
area she found on the floor of her 
mouth on the right side of the lingual 
frenum. It is not painful, but she hopes 
it will not develop into a serious condi- 
tion. 

I assured her that it was not anything 
to worry about as most smokers have 
the same type of stain on their fingers. 
I advised her that if she stopped smok- 
ing it might clear up in time. She in- 
formed me that it would be impossible 
to give up smoking. 

I would like to know if this stain can 
develop into anything serious. I know 
the mucous tissue of the mouth is differ- 
ent from the tissue of the fingers.— 
I. S., Illinois. 

A.—The brown area in the soft 
tissue of the mouth of your heavy- 
smoking patient is not, to the best 
of my knowledge and belief. a re- 
sult of smoking. Smoking irritates 
the soft tissues of the mouth with a 
resulting leukoplakia. As you

know, leukoplakia can become ma- 
lignant, although development of 
malignancy from leukoplakia is 
not common. I cannot account for 
the brown area but would advise 


consulting a dermatologist. —

Osteofibrosis 


Q.—I have read your interesting an- 
swers in OrAL Hyciene and should ap- 
preciate any advise or help you might 
give in this particular case. 

am enclosing roentgenograms. 
There is a rather unusual condition 
around the apexes of the mandibular in- 
cisors. The teeth are not discolored and 
give vital response to a pulp tester. 
There appear to me to be cysts, but 
there is no history of any traumatic in- 
jury. I discovered this condition during 
a routine examination. 

I shall appreciate any opinion or ad- 
vice you have to offer.—J.A.B., Florida. 

A.—The condition around the 
apexes of your patient’s mandib- 
ular incisor teeth is one of “peri- 
apical osteofibrosis with formation 
of cementoma.” Although this 
condition is a departure from the 
normal anatomic condition, it is 
not pathologic in the sense that it 
is infected or the source of any 
type of metastasis. We have seen 
the beginning of the osteofibrosis, 
the formation and the final ab- 
sorption of the cementoma, disap- 
pearance of the osteofibrosis, and 
a return to normal roentgeno- 
graphic appearance. 

You will find it interesting to 
roentgenograph your patient's 
teeth about once a year and note 
the changes which will take place.
